TEACHING THEM ENGLISH. 


Voaae Forclcaen Tautht Oar l-»nrn»i. 


bj Objert lx^«on«- 


The simple and effectiie method of 


teaching Kngiish to the children of 
Italians, Portuguese, Polish and Ger- 
man Jews, used profitably in the Xorth 
end schools of FJoston, might profitably 


adopted by other cities which are 


obliged to face-the fact that within 
their bonlers are thousands of foreign 
children who know nothing of the cus- 
toms, institutions or language of this 
<-ountry. .\writerIntheI5ostonTrans- 
cript thus describe* the method: 


The children, within a few days after 


their arrival, are sent to the public 
schools, as a rule xvithout compulsion, 
and here they are first of all taugb.1 
the Knglish language. It is done by a 
system of object lessons. The teacher* 
in the elementary rooms are young 
women, as men would not be patien: 
enough to accomplish the best results. 


The teacher may point to her eye anc 


say: "This is my eye,"repeating It zev 
eral times and requiring the pupils to 
repeat It in unison. Other portions of 
the body are pointed out In a similar 
manner, anil then familiar objects in 
the room are in the same way brought 
to the attention of the children. 


Later, when they have made sufficient 


progress in the language, it becomes 
desirable to teach the different tenses. 
To accomplish this a boy or girl isili- 
retted to run slowly around the room, 
when the t«cher and children say In 
unison: 


"The boy is running.** repeating the 


sentence several times. The boy is 
then told to halt, and the teacher and 
pupils say In unison: "That boy did 
run." 
Arain: • -That boy is standing 


still," "That lr>y can run," "That boy 
Is walVin?." That boy walks fast," "1 
ran walk," "I ran run," "I did walk," 
etc.

Tho Lapps peel the bark from the 
trunk of the tree, can felly remove the 
epidermis, and then divide the inner 
hark into qaito a number of very thin 
layer*. 


During tho tritf Lot eitrcmeSy hct 


Lapland rammer tbo layeri are expoced 
to tho run until thorccghly dried; then 
they are torn into narrow strips and 
placed in boxes made cf fresh lark 
taken from other trees. Deep holes ara 
then dag in tho laud, and the bark 
boxes arc Lulled in them, where they 
are allowed to remain fcr about thno 
dayt. 


The Etccnd day fires are made over 


places where the bores are tnried and 
kf pt burning briskly fcr several hears. 
The beat penetrates deep into tho tard, 
tarns tho fir bark a deep red color and 
gives to it a pleasing taste and odor. 
Finally the boxes arc cnearthed, the fir 
strips are pounded cr graced into a 
coarse powder, and tbo Lapps use it 
just as we do ult, ocly much more rpar- 
ingly, because it is to ironbleecmo to 
prepare.—Philadelphia Times.
